Condition of ‘Things. 

‘The President elect, in his late'remarkablo 
overland journey to Washington from the 
Milinois prairies, said in one of his many face- 
tious little specches en route, that “nobody is 
hort,” “nobody is suffering,” and that “this 
crisis is purely an artificial ono,”’ and intimated 
that it would soon blow over. Since his arrl- 
val in tho federal capital, howaver, the veil 
has been lifted, and he sces that although an 
artificial, this is not a superficial crisis, but a 
crisis deeply charged with the combustibles 
and dangors of revolution, dissolution, anarchy 
‘and civil war. 

In this transition interyal between the out- 
going and the incoming administrations, when 
old things aro to be done away with, old par- 
ties, old principles, old platforms; old poli- 
ticians, old offics holders, old lobby and kitoken 
favorites, old trickstera and hucksters, old 
fashions ond old clothes, old kettles, pots and 
pans, and when all things aro to be new, and 
when “Old Abe!’ is expected to play the rege- 
neratiye réle of Louis Napoleon, be would indeed 
be 8 dull acholar if he had not already learned 
that he bas.a tough job upon his bands. Ac- 
cording to our information he is at last wido 
awake to the oxigencies and the necessities of 
his position. Ho is the rising sun and the 
liying lion of Washington, for within a day or 
two Mr, Buchanan will be on the samo private 


calendar with our meditative ox-Prealdenta, 
Van Buren and Tyler, and Fillmore and poor 
Picrce; and all the power and all the spoils 
in roversion that have not been lost, stolen, 
or carried off, or given away, will fall into the 
bands of “Old Abe.” 

But what is the condition of things before 
him in Washington, in this busy interregnum 
to tho ins who are preparing (o go out, and to 
the onts wlio are pushing to get in?

‘All these expectants of spolls and plunder 
are. barking, howling and scratching at the 
doors of the naw fountain of powor. Mr. Lin- 
coln stands at bay like a man in a dream, 
Which way shall he fly? To theCapitol? The 
regular troops which daily parade the streats— 
infan(ry, dragoons and artillery—under tho 
regulations of General Scott, admonish the 
President elect that treason, is still afoot, and 
(bat he had better keep within doors. No Guy 
Fares bay yet been detected, xing his thirty- 
Spat vs of gnpowdertander the portico of 
thochy tol, whero theamagurtation Is (take 
place; but where there is 80 much smoke there 
must be some fire, It cannot he that five or 
six thousand men under arms in Washington 
for the last month, and all the police arrange- 
ments from that city to this, and the mysterious 
midnight visiter to Mr. Lincoln at Philadelphia, 
and “Old Abo’s” ride by night, in thatScotch 
cap and long military cloak, from Harrisburg, 
are chargeable ontirely to foolish fears and in- 
ventions. No, Inaddition to republican muti- 
nies, Mr. Lincoln has to confront the dangers 
of reyolutiouary conspiracies, desperate seces- 
Sionista, remorseless fire-eaters and revengeful 
Gemoorata, oxpelled from the rich plokings of 
the Treasury. 

All the rerolntionary sections and faotions, 
and causes and consequences, North and South, 
being now represented in Washington, it is the 
very place and time for the President elect to 
comprehend tho task before him; for all these 
discordant elements are pressing around him, 
hoping, promising, protesting and cursing aud 
swearing. Bfeantime the poor people of Wash- 
ington ory out to these political disorganizers, 
like the frogs in the fable, that though this 
business of throwing stones “may be sport to 
you, itisdeathto us.”

the midst of our high career, reduced fo a de- 
+ gree of demoralization, dissolution and anarchy 
which excites the commiseration of the ol- 
vilized world. Whence this sudden fall from 
greatness and glory to degradation and the 
rerge of destruction Ina few brief words, 
we answer, our unzerupulons, vagabond poll- 
ticians, North and’ South, have brought on 
this fearful crisis of dfscords and dissolation 
japon the country. It is the work, and the 
work only, of our detestable vagabond politi- 
ciens of the last forty years. Yes; for forty 
years, North and South, our scheming, trai- 
forous polittcians have been making their re- 
gular. approaches to this sudden combined 
fssault upon the very cltadel of our free in- 
itations, and are still pushing on their work 
of role or ruia. 

‘And the remedst It devolres upon the in- 
coming adwiolstration. Mr. Lingoln bas a 
vivid epitome of the troubles and dangers of 
the country before his eyes in Washington.

Capitulation of Gac(S Termination of 
‘the Ciyfi War tn Naples, 

‘The Canadian brings the important jatelll- 
gence of tho surrender of Gasts to the troops 
of Victor Emanuel. NotwitInttanding his 
boasted determination of finding & grave be- 
neath its ruins, Francis the Socond has been 
glad to avail himselfof the means of esoape #0 
providentially placed athis disposal by the 
Fronch Emperor. Tho garrison are to be kept 
prisoners until Messina is given up by the 
royalists, which it is (o be presumed will bo at 
once dono, from the utter hopelessneas attend- 
Ing the further prosccution of the struggle, 

‘Thus another important step has been ac- 
complished in tha consolidation of the 
new Italian kingdom. ‘The stand made 
by Francis at Gaeta constituted a serious 
obstacle to its progress, and notwithstanding 
the gonerally fayorablo reception of Victor 
Emanuel on his recent tour through his new 
acquisitions, it kept the frionds of Italy in a 
state of tha most anxious suspense and dis- 
quietude. But it was not merely because it 
continued to inspire the reaotionists with con- 
fidence that it was desirable that an ond should 
speedily bo putto it The conduct of Louis 
Napoleon in conneotion with this matter haa 
been so equivocal that it gavo rise to tho belief 
that he secretly encouraged the obstinacy, 
almost smounting to heroism, with which the 
King of Naples defended his last stronghold. 
There are good grounds for this impression. 
Ho bas clung to bis echemo of a confederation 
until tho firmness and patriotiem of tho Italian 
people_bave compelled a change of purpose, 
and now itis' probably owing to bis changed 
convictiona that Francis bas been induced to 
abandon the only hope that remained to him of 
recovering his kingdom. 

Tho capitulation of Gaeta bas, however, 
another importaneo from that attaching to 
the removal of civil disseasions ond war- 
foro from the Neapolitan soil. It de- 
cides the fate of Rome, so far as tho 
interference of France is concerned. It is im- 
possible, after receding step by step from all tho 
positions which bo has maintained in opposition 
to the aspirations of the Italian people, that tho 
Emperor can continue any longer to keop an 
army there. Italy, without Rome, would bo 
but an sggregation of communities without a 
centre of intellectual life. What Paris isto 
France, the Eternal City is to her. There 
alone the imuiense power which tho new king- 
dom is destined to wield in the futuro can dad 
a Glting embodiment. Its greatness will only 
be fully acknowledged when ho is throned 
on the seven hills, and until this, the darling 
objact of their ambition, is secured, the Italian 
people will neyer regard the unity thoy have 
simed at a3 complete. 

‘The French Emperor is, we believe, now influ 
enced by this conviction. He finds himself 
moreover unable to cope with the difficulties of 
the Papal question, and sees that the only 
chance that remains of bringing the Holy 
Father to terms is to leave him at the meroy of 
Victor Emanuel, Rome has ceased to bo with 
him a political~pivot,and we may therefore 
assume that the surrender of Gaota will shortly 
be followed by the withdrawal of the French 
urmy of occnpation from the States of the 
Chureb, and the invasion and seizure of the 
latter by the Sardinians, i 

‘Thus'the revolutionary movement: rosumes 
its march after a brief interruption, and the 
war is about fo be carried into the dependen- 
cies of Austria, in order to compel. her to give 
up Venice and do justice to the other oppress- 
ed nationalities under her sway. Before many 
months, or perhaps weeks, all Germany will be 
inarms, and a atruggle initiated which will 
shake Europa to ita centre. It would bean 
unbappy coincidence if, at the same time, tio 
obstinacy of the coercioniats should bring about 
in this country a conflict equally protracted 
‘and disastrons, History furnishes no- paral- 
Jel to tho distress and suffering that would re- 
sult from the simultaneous disturbance thus 
occasioned in the commercial and industrial 
interests of the world, 


Wao s st Tae Heap op Tae Govenyuent, 
‘rae Preswest or His Keerenst—Poople did not 
clearly understand how it bappencd that the 
President eleot, who was supposed to be a man 
of pluck, should make that extraordinary bo- 
gira from Harrisburg to Washington in dis- 
guise the other night; but we bave now tho 
high authority of the Chevalier Webb for the 
fact that “Old Abe” had nothing to do with it. 
It appears, according to Webb, that it was Gen. 
Scott and Gen. Seward, ‘the two most distin- 
guished men in the country”—Mr. Lincoln, 
according to Webb again, being nobody—wbo 
arranged, directed and commanded the whole 
affair, These men, quoth Chevalier Webb in 
his paper of yesterday, “assume the reaponsi- 
pility of saying, not fo Abraham Lincoln, but 
to the President elect of the United States, ‘we 
have sufficient cyidence in our possession that 
if you pass through Baltimore at tho time and 
in the manner proposed, an attempt will be

ef his friends. But not 60. the President elect 
of the United States.” He, the Presidont of 
the United States, we are assured by Webb, 
“had no option butte gbsy, Ho was not even 
permitted to jadgo of the testimony vo=

Whloh his friends acted; but was purposely 
kept in the dark.” So that his keepers, Scott 
and Seward, who had charge of him, as if he 
was a rhinoceros or nn elephant, undertook to 
convey him safely to Washington, without oven 
telling him the reason why. Dfr. Lincoln, 
however, was restive; he wanted (o bolt out of 
the traces, but he dared’ not do it. “Tho two 
most distinguished of bis countrymen,” says 
Webb, “bad purpozely relieved him from 
all responsibility in the premises and assumed 
it themselves; and consequently it would have 
been a gross disregard of his duty to the nation, 
if the President elect, without any knowledge 
in the premises, had prezumed to disregard the 
injunctions of Scott and Seward. To have 
done so would not only have been inexcusn- 
ble, but absolutely reckless, fool-hurdy and 
wicked, and would have gone far to prove that 
be is not a suitable person to discharge thé du- 
ties of the elevated and responsible station to 
which be bas been elected.” We are further 
asked to remember that the President elect is

Our last news from Japan was not of a very” 
antisfactory character. There was a great stag- 
nation of foreign trade, owing chiefly to Ameri- 
can gold boing rated by the Japanese at sixty- 
Gve cents per dollar, and silver itzabus, which. 
aro roally worth only thirty-three conta, being 
estimated at forty centa. Such an inequitable 
arrengement with regard to the currency is im 
iteelf an insurmountable drawback on the pur- 
chase‘of Japanese wares, and the foreign mor- 
chants out there have consequently to rely 
more upon their imports than their exportay 
Wo, however, trust that vory soon wo ahall 
hear of un adjustment of this voxed question, 
by, the agency of the late Embassy to this 
country, tho leading members of which dovoted 
conslderablo attention to the subject, particae 
larly at tho Mfint in Philadelphia, whore they 
spent {wo entire doya in witnessing the procoas 
of astaying their, various ovina. There is no 
doubt but that a strong party exists in Japa 
hostile to. foreign intorcourso, and that at pro- 
ron tho country {a passing through s rovolu- 
tionary ordeal in respect of opening the ompire 
to intercourse with the Western nations, That 
the liberal party will triumph in this age of the 
world is certain, but wo are sorry to aoe that 
the conduct 6f tho English Consuls at Jeddo 
and Kanagawa has been mck, both public and 
private, ay (0 give the conservatives fair ground 
for a good argument. In their official capacity 
these gentlemen have been extremely arbitrary 
and obnoxious, and in private life they have dis- 
played a Ubertiném which cannot bo other 
than a repronoh fo the British nation. Ono of 
theso| bss recently distinguished bimsolf, not 
only by the crime of seduction, but of marder, 
for be shot the father of the woman he had 
wronged. 

Tho recent exploita of the British 
and Fronch in the East ure, howover, working 
such a prodigious effect upon th native mind 
that the Japanese stand in aye, and aro afrald 
to coy even bah to the Brilish goose, In this 
impression the visit of their oountrymen to tho 
United States cannot but confirm them, for tha 
Japancse bad here afforded them a good Idea 
of the powerful machinery which may be 


| brought to play in modern warfure, and of tho 


small chance of deceiving or frightening us 
their canvass fortifoations would possess. It 
is quite posible, however, for foreign nations 
to gain all the advantages of trade with Japan 
without recorting to a threatening policy or 
inyading the sunctity of Japanese homes, and it 


is very discredituble to do either, and will tend 


more to prejudice the entire Japanese commu- 
nity, but particularly the» conservatives, 
bgainst-vs- than anything else. Tet? 
but a poor victory if the  Weat 
takes advantage of the weakness of the Kast to 
commit uncalled for offences against govern- 
ment and eociely there. Itis «good thing to 
have power, but it isa still bettor thing not to 
abnse it. . 
‘The Japanese, we observe, arc contemplating 
sending an Embassy; toEngland in the ensuing 
eummer, but they are for the moment at a loss 
fora yersel and crew to make the required 
voyage, They haye asked Mr. Townsend Harris 
if they can get either or both from the United 
States Navy, but Mr. Harris was unable to 
answer 60 unexpected a question. That, by 
hook or by crook, the Japanese will send aa 
Embassy to England, we, nevertheless, feel con- 
vinced, and that they will extend the compli- 
ment to France and the other nations with 
which they have exeouled treaties is no 
less probable. They may perhaps adopt 
the plan of killing two birds, or more, 
with the one stone, and allow the Embassy 
alluded to to make the round of the courts of 
Burops. Such a diplomatic excursion would 
moke the realm of the Risiog Sun comothing 
more than 8 nine dsys! wonder, and-yery 
likely eet an, example which would be followed 
by the Celestial of the great tea land. The 
capture-of Pekin bas elevated Asiatic opinion 
of “outer harbatians,” and jacreased the prea- 
fige of all the Western Powers. Russia would 
not have been able to negotiate the treaty she 
Gid at the close of lost year only for British 
and French arms, It is (he pational failing of 
England, however, to be aggressive rather than 
conciliatory. Joba Ball is easily put into a 
high state of dudgeon and then be will lisven 
to notbing but the beat of the dram and tho 
cannon’s roar. England and France have paid 
the bill which hss bought Russia her tract of 
what was a few weeks ago Chinese territory, 
und ber advantages of comminication with all 
China; and, omitting the cost of entettaining 
tho ebaven-headed Japanese, we shall gain 
more in the East by the arts of peace than the 
Allies have by resorting to war. We look with
